SWEET  PEA  SEEDS  FOR  PLANTING  OUTDOORS 

By  planting  Sweet  Peas  outdoors  in  the  late  Fall,  you  will  be  repaid  by  finer  and 
larger  blooms,  by  having  them  in  flower  much  earlier,  and  often  lasting  longer  than 
Spring  sown  seed. 

In  England,  more  Sweet  Peas  are  planted  in  the  Fall  than  at  any  other  time,  and 
this  method  of  culture  should  be  tried  by  all  American  Sweet  Pea  enthusiasts. 

By  planting  at  this  time,  the  plants  develop  a perfect  root  system,  and  are  there- 
fore better  able  to  stand  the  hot  summer  weather. 

When  sowing,  prepare  the  ground  in  trenches  about  eighteen  inches  deep.  Use 
plenty  of  ashes  or  coarse  rakings  for  drainage.  The  soil  in  which  the  seeds  are 
planted  should  be  a rich  friable  loam. 

The  seeds  should  be  sown  from  eight  to  ten  inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
garden,  and  covered  with  about  two  inches  of  soil.  As  soon  as  the  ground  becomes 
frozen,  cover  the  entire  trench  with  a mulching  of  leaves  or  well  rotted  stable  manure. 

When  Spring  appears,  remove  this  mulch  and  as  soon  as  the  young  plants  appear, 
cover  gradually  with  rich  soil  until  the  trench  is  filled  to  within  one  inch  of  the  top. 
Care  should  be  taken  that  the  vine  is  not  covered  entirely.  A dressing  of  Bone  Meal 
at  this  time  is  very  beneficial. 

Care  must  also  be  taken  that  they  are  not  planted  too  early,  as  they  should  not 
have  sufficient  time  to  appear  above  the  ground  in  the  Fall.  Late  in  October  is  the 
ideal  time  for  planting  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York.  Before  planting  be  sure  to  inocu- 
late the  seed  with  “Farmogerm.”
